WASHINGTON, July 2—(UP) 

Apparently assured of enough 
votes to override a Presidential 
veto, House and Senate Republi- 
can leaders decided Wednesday to 
make another attempt to pass an 
individual income tax reduction 
bill at this session of Congress. 
' The new GOP plan to make 
the tax cut effective Jan. 1. In oth- 
er respects the bill is much the 
same the one which President 
Truman vetoed, with the House 
Sustaining his decision by two 
votes.. The previous bil would 
have been effective Tuesday. 

The measure would cut personal 
income taxes by 10.5 to 30 percent,

The decision to push the mea-' 


sure at this session was reached 
by the Republican leaders at a 
meeting called to draft a legisla- 
tive program to be considered be- 
fore Congress adjourns July 26. 

Republicans in both Houses have 
been making a poll to determine 
whether they now can get the two- 
thirds votes necessary to override 
another veto. Their decision to 
press for action was taken to mean 
what they believed they had suf- 
ficient support. 

Several leading Democrats re- 
portedly have changed their stand 
since the first veto was sustained, 
on the basis of mail from their 
constituents. Others are said to be 
agreeable to going along with the 
the effective date Jan, 1. 

Chairman Robert A. Taft, 
publican Policy Committee, Ba 
the Senate would try to complete 
action next week, or at least by 
Monday of the following week. 

Asked about the prospect of 
another veto, he said 
“the whole matter was discussed” 
and the decision made to go ahead. 
He added that he had not analyzed 
the poll on the outlook for over- 
riding. . 

President Truman vetoed the 
original bill on grounds that it. was 
the “wrong kind” of hill at “ther 
wrong time.” He centered his criti- 
cism on the fact that 9t did not 
give enough relief te the smal! 
Wage earner as against the higher 
bracket incomes. He also warned 
that it would be highly inflation- 
ary at this time 

Taft said that in view of the de- 
cision on the tax bill, the congres- 
sional group decided it would be 
unwise at this time to add any 
additional major legislation to the 
program already set for action. He 
said the GOP leaders would meet 
again in about two weeks to con- 
sider placing other bills on the 
schedule.

Discussing his plan, Councilman 
White expressed the belief private 
enterprise can be counted on to do 
the job without aid or interference 
from the Federal Government. 

There are no signs of future 
Federal housing projects in sight, 
and they are opposed by the sup- 
porters of private enterprise. 

Asked specifically about one 
serious problem slum clearance 
will encounter—that of displaced 
persons who might only move to 
other slum areas, White gave this 
answer: 

“It is admittedly a_ problem. 
Yet, I ask you, which is worse, to 
create that problem or to let these 
disease - breeding, crime - breeding 
slum sores continue to exist? 

“We will have to go at this 
gradually, however, and the plan 
does not call for throwing large 
numbers of persons out of homes 
at one time. 

REPAIR WORK 


“Seventy-five percent of the 


» Slum area houses can be repaired 


so as to make them livable, and 
people can continue living in most 
of these houses while repairs are 
being made.” 

Asked about what would be 
the other 25 percent 
would have to be forn 
down, White replied: 

“We can force a property owner 
to tear down a building, but we 
cannot force him to build another 
one there. However, no property 
owner is likely to let his land re- 
main idle long, particularly if it 
is in. the heart of town and in an 
area that is being improved. He 
will either build something decent 


there or sell the property to some- 


one who will.” 

Although thoroughly in accord 
with White’s proposal, Therrell, 
however, expressed some doubt 
that private enterprise would prop- 
erly do the job. 

OFFERS FULL SUPPORT 

“They never have,” he _ said, 
“and we've had slums for 40 or 50 
years. ‘-However, we will fully 
support the plan, and we will take 
care of as many people as we can 
in our housing projects.” 

White believes that in making a 
slum-clearance. survey, dwellings 
should be classified and all possi- 
ble information obtained from 
Baltimore, Indianapolis and M1il- 
waukee as to how those cities met 
problems in their slum clearance 

“If they can do it, we can,” he 
said 

He. pointed out that the City has 
forced restaurants and dairies to 
make sanitation improvements, is 
now requiring hotels and apart- 
ments to make fire safety im- 
provements, and will demand that 
grocery stores and markets meet 
certain new standards by Jan. 1, 
in each instance giving them reas- 
onable time to comply with new 
laws 

“We can do the same thing with 
propetty owners,” he added. 

Meanwhile, in a letter ta Mayor 
Hartsfield, Arthur L. Harris, Vice 
President of the Atlanta Paper 
Company, called attention to the 
fire hazards to industry from ad- 
jacent slum areas, and offered his 
co-operation in slum clearance ac- 
tivities. 

CITES BAD FIRES 

He cited two bad fires near his 
plant which, except for heroic ef- 
f_rts by firemen and the lack of 
a high wind, could have seriously 
endangered half a dozen indus- 
tries, a public school and a hous- 
ing project in the vicinity.

Natural- 
ly, when the Government threw 
tremendous quantities of surplus 
goods on the market, these mills 
had to curtail operations. They 
cannot get back to normal produc- 
tion until the demand balances the 
supply. 

“During the war, due to exces- 
sive demand, the profits in tke 
chenille industry were enormous. 
As a result, hundreds of new fac- 
tories started up. Now, in the time 
of readjustment, the marginal pro- 

ucers in the chenille industry are 
going out of business. Upon com- 

etion of that process, the pro- 
duction of chenille will start up 
again and that, of course, will 
tend to put the production of 
coarse yarns back to normal. 

Forbes said in many mill s the 
producers were able to readjust 
their machinery from coarse yarns 
to finer yarns for which there Is 
still a big demand. The mills 
which have closed down, he said, 
were 
ducers could not change over the 
machines to finer production. 

Many of Georgia's, cotton mills 
make cloth, towels and tire-cord. 

‘These mills,” Forbes, ex- 
plained, “are still pushing their 
production to the limit. There is 
still a great demand for toweling 
and grey goods and the 10 or 12 
tire-cord plants in Georgia are ab- 
solutely saturated with the de- 
mand.” 

Wages in the cotton textile in- 
dustry in Georgia, Forbes contin- 
ued, are at an all-time high. 

“They are from 115 to 125 per- 
cent over the prewar figures, he 
said, “and they compare favorably 
with other industrial wage scales 
throughout the East.” 

Georgia mills are still 
ing cotton at the rate of about 
2,000,000 bales a year, Forbes 
said, “and about half of it comes 
from outside the State. In May, 
1947, for example, Georgia mills 
used 172,921 bales of cotton. The 


consum- 


cotton which they now use is dou- | 


ble the prewar volume. 

On account of the high price of 
cotton, Forbes said, the mills in 
Georgia are experimenting with 
other bers—rayon, nylon and 
synthetics which they blend with 
cotton. There is one rayon mill 
in the state and several mills buy 
chopped nylon and spin it on cot- 
ton machinery. 

“The main problem of our mills 
now,” said Forbes, “is worry about 
foreign competition. Under our 
cotton subsidies, the foréign pro- 
ducer can buy American cotton 
about four cents a pound cheaper 
than the Americar manufacturer 
and, with the cheap labor avail- 
able, is putting himself in a posi- 
tion to flood the American mar- 
kets with cheap cotton goods. 

“How our mills are going to 
meet this problem we don’t know. 
There is very little tariff protec- 
tion. It’s something we re all 
thinking about.” 

Latest figures show that the 
Southeast has 17,600,000 cotton 
spindles—5,700,000 in North Caro- 
lina, 5,300,000 in South- Carolina, 
3,200,000 in Georgia, 1,800,000 in 
Alabama, 500,000 in Tennessee, 
and 133,000 in Mississippi. These 
figures compare with 4,500,000 in 
New England and 500,000 else- 
where in the country. 

“The industry in the South con- 
tinues to grow,” concluded Forbes. 
“We are trying not only to consoll- 
date our gains but also to make 
new gains. Our biggest worry is 
the prospect of foreign competi- 
tion. And we are working to beat 
that. too'”’

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Tax Cuts Yet Forthcoming? 


New hope for tax reduction was offered 
citizens of the United States Wednesday 
when the Republican high command in 
the national House and Senate loaded their 
heavy guns for another broadside against 
current individual income regulations. 

The new measure, under study of GOP 
leaders, would make reductions effective 
Jan. 1. President Truman, voicing acid 
criticism against an earlier measure, spon- 
sored by the GOP, and passed by both 
houses, vetoed that act. His veto was up- 
held in the House by a two-vote margin. 

Decision of the Republicans to attempt 
to ram another tax cut bill through to en- 
actment in the face of the President’s 
action is indicative that they are confident 
of power to override another veto. 

For our part, we think the new effort 
very much in order and are highly dubious 
that the President would veto a new bill. 

One of his principal objections to the 
previous legislation was that it became ef- 
The

fective immediately. currently pro- 


jected reduction could possibly be 
effectuated before the first of next year. 
This, rather than midyear, is the logical 
time to inaugurate new tax schedules and, 
by passing legislation providing them thus 
far in advance, the Treasury Department 
would have ample time to prepare and 
send out new pay-roll deduction tables. 
Moreover, by putting the revised schedules 
in effect the first of the year, the necessity 
for rebates would be eliminated, saving 
the Government the trouble and expense 
of writing and mailing million 
checks.

It is interesting, incidentally, to note 
that the Michigan Legislature this week 
enacted the Community Property Act, 
that State thus becoming the thirteenth 
to benefit by its provisions. This law, 
which permits husband and wife to share 
their income and file a lower joint return, 
will save Michigan taxpayers an estimated 
$100,000,000 annually. 

While the Georgia savings naturally 
would not be as high as the Michigan fig- 
ure, it would still be a sizable amount, 
more than enough, in normal times, to 
warrant calling a special session of the 
Legislature to secure. 

But the quickest and most logical 
method of obtaining the benefit for Geor- 
gians, as well as for residents of the other 
States now discriminated against, is for 
Congress to pass a new tax act—effective 
Jan. 1, 1948—in which a nation-wide com- 
munity property provision is included.

Three of the South’s most valuable citizens 

are Deputy Sheriff Russell Lambert, of Carroll 

*: County; Police Chief Rada Threadgill and Night 
Policeman Joe McClarty, of Carrollton, Ga. 


They have served their state and their region in a manner which 
is worth a dozen promotion and advertising jobs for which some 
citizen gets a silver mug and a scroll! to frame on his wall. 


These three men stood up to a cowardly mob late Monday night 

that had come to the Carrollton jail to lynch a Negro who claimed 
that while hunting he had accidentally shot a white man. 
Mobs are cowardly, because they act as a mob. It does not mean 
tney are not dangerous. Had there been anything but the usually 
viciously cowardly men in the.mob they would not have been 
stopped by three brave men. 

And Officers Lambert, Threadgill and McClarty are brave men. 


Spirit They risked their lives by facing the ugly little cowards 
who, banded together, were willing to kill a helpless man 
but backed down before three brave men. Had they, the mob, been 
boozed up enough, or urged on by same crazed person in the crowd, 
they would have swept over the three brave officers. 
But they backed down before mamhood and a sense of moral duty. 
And, back of the manhood was something else—the spirit of Car- 
rollton itself. It is a city that is the site of a good school which has 
presented problems of the day before the people for discussion. -It 
is a city that has been the center of a campaign to put into the coun- 
ty playgrounds, libraries, health clinics, and one which takes a lot 


of pride in it. 
County It is the county seat of a county which is basically cot- 
ton and yet, when cotton ceased to be king, did not 
wither and die and become bitter and resentful. Instead, it met the 
emergency with planning and co-operation. It became even more 
prosperous than it had ever been in'‘the days when cotton was king. 
It did not become, as other cotton counties did, a sick county with 
abandoned land and g@ouses empty and falling in upon themselves. 
It became one of the finest counties in the state with more farm 
owners than most counties have. 

It is a county where young Dick Flynn, the Presbvterian minister 
who served abroad as a chaplain, and who has never been afraid 
to stand up and preach the real meaning of Christianity, is repre- 
sentative of the best religious thinking of the city, Baptist, Methodist 
and all the cthers as well. 


Support Officers Lambert, Threadgill and McClarty may not 

have realized it, but all this was behind them when 
they stood there with their guns and backed down an ugly, cruel 
and hateful mob. : 

Such things, which seem so intangible; which often are the butt 
of cynical laughter, all have a very real value. Carrol County and 
Carrollton are simply places where the true values are too high to 
allow a mob to do its slimy wish. And that was not always true. 
The Law We never quite realize how much it is we live by the 

law. The Boston police strike of 1919 saw looters and 
criminals take over the city, fighting even the militia. Every time 
a great disaster comes by flood or fire we are shocked to learn that 
the basic beast in man comes out and that dead bodies are looted of 
their money and jewelry. It was true in the great San Francisco 
fire as it was true in Atlanta’s Winecoff fire disaster. 

Once violence is allowed to go unpunished; once it is allowed 
to lynch without legal action against the guilty, then violence takes 
on a sort of authority. 

All the whining excuses—of Northern interference, of gang mur- 
ders in the North, are not valid: They are the excuses of cowards, 
of moral and spiritual cowards. 


Crime Lynching is not mere murder and there is little compari- 

son between the crimes... A l¥nching reaches the victim 
ahead of the searching law, or it takes him from the law, and then 
executes, or seeks to execute, the victim, It thus serves as jury, 
judge and executioner. It defies the law under which we live. It 
looses the beast which would like to prey, not on a frightened Ne- 
gro or white man, but on all society. 

There are those who know the guilty in the brutal blood-lust 
lynch murders in Walton County who must even now be struggling 
with their real selves and who will one day come forth and say: 
“Tl am a Christian and a person who hates evil, and I want to tell 


what I know.” 

That affront to the law leaves us all in danger. 
Men I do not know Officers Lambert, Threadgill and McClarty. 

I am reasonably sure they were as upset by the murder 

of their friend as anyone else. We may be sure they hated the Negro 
who claimed to have killed by accident, but whose subsequent ac- 
tions did not so indicate. We may be sure that their personal in- 
clinations were to let the mob have him. 

But they were men. And they proved they were not ordinary 


men. They proved they *were big men, and men with courage. 
They were true to their oath, and therefore true to themselves. 


They can look their families and their fellowmen in the eye and , 


not feel like a miserable wretch inside, as the members of the mob 
that killed just inside Walton County cannot feel. 

I cannot think of any Georgians who have served the South and 
their State so well as. these three men ... Deputy Sheriff Russell 
Lambert, Police Chief Rada Threadgill and Night Policeman Me- 

larty. 
. Their moral sense of duty was great enough to permit them to 
act like the men the crisis required. 

We will stop lynching when the moral sense of other officers, 
of juries, of citizens with information, and the moral sense of public 
opinion is as strong as theirs. Bice] ee ie 

We live by the law. If we fail the law, then we will live in fear 
and undeg the threat of those to whom we have given the authority 
of violence.

For MVA Project 


WASHINGTON—The rampaging Missouri and 


Mississippi and 


their tributaries are not only 


= sweeping over the levees in their path but are 
shenaiiine over in little rivulets that figuratively are seeping into the 
consciousness and consciences of this capital. 


As pointed out here a few days 
ago, what is happening in the 
Middle West shows the need to do 
the job, once and for all. It would 
be done through the comprehen- 
sive, all-purpose plan for flood 
control, power development, irri- 
gation and navigation that 1s em- 
bodied in the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority, as it was done 
for another large area of our coun- 
try through TVA.

“There are many areas of 
Government lands and many 
streams subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of Congress which: would 
be opened by this bill to private 
power development without 
Federal supervision or control. 
In proposing removal of Fed- 
eral supervision, the bill rep- 
resents a distinct departure 
from previous congressional pol- 
icy both as to iand use and wa- 
ter power development, com- 
pletely destroying the wide pub- 
lic benefits to be obtained from 
planned comprehensive use of 
these natural resources.” 


He said the present law. which 
the bill radically would revise, 
was “designed to insure that water 
resources will be developed to 
make the best possible use of wa- 
ter resources for navigation. flood 
control, irrigation, municipal wa 
ter supply, recreation, and other 
public benefits. If these uses are 
to be considered in the broad pub- 
lic interest, they should be 
sidered whenever a power 
velopment proposed at a site 
subject to Federal jurisdiction. re- 
gardless of the use to be made of 
the electric energy after it is gen- 
erated. 


“THE LIMITATION of the 1i- 
censing requirements to projects 
within a narrow public utility 
class as proposed would practi- 
cally nullify any effective control 
over stream development for con- 
servation purposes.” ;

The Future Citizens Fund, to 
which Atlantans contributed $85, 
000 last year, has made the Camp 
a dream come true for troops. 

All the cabins were remodeled 
into miniature dining halls. and 
kitchens for troops, Platforms are 
available for seven-by-nine wall 


tents to accommodate two boys 


each. 

Take Troop 163, of Decatur, 
which has firmly established itself 
for two weeks. Under the leader- 
ship of Scoutmaster W. B. Owens, 
the boys are cooking all their own 
meals. Scoutmaster Owens’ moth- 
er prepared the menus for the 
meals, wrote out all recipes, and 
the amount of groceries to be or- 
dered for each meal 

At another camp site, Troop 238 
bedded down. However, all its 
members eat at the central mess 
hall, which has been completely 
renovated by money from the Fu- 
ture Citizens Fund. The kitchen 
has been worked over until it now 
will meet the most rigid ‘health 
and safety tests 

Clear, tested water, flows 
through a new filtering plant into 
ithe swimming pool which lies be- 
neath two steep mountains. The 
level of water in the boating lake 
is being raised three feet. 
| Camp Bert Adams, with a lifted 
face, prides itself on its relaxed 
atmosphere. 


“We only have four bugle calls 


here,”’ says Director Paul Runge, 
“and those are reveille, taps, mess 
and swim.’ 

The Scouters believe that boys 
live with rules all year, that Sum- 
mertime the time to have fun 
and play. Consequently- there is 
no regimentation, no strict sched- 
ule to follow. 

The boys in troops which pre 
pare their own meals take turns in 
the kitchen, and the others help 
with chores in the mess hall.

“The crop looks about 50 per- 
off at present, but we hope 
that it wil a recovery as the 
season progresses,” declared one 
of the big shippers in this area 

What played havoc with 
crop is the late Spring 
weather that hung on 
retarded budiing and peach blos: 
soms didn’t appear until a month 
after their scheduled debut 

That played into the hands of 
and naturally cut down 
on the size of the. peaches. 

So millions of the early varieties 
are being dumped and left to rot 
or fed to the hogs. 

Just too small or wormy to 
measure up to Federal marketing 
regulations. 

What peaches are belIng 
however, are holding up fairly 
well in shipment and the price 
isnt disappointing, the growers 
Say. 

Currently the price for early 
Haileys running around $3 per 
bushel, which would bring a fair 
return to the grower were his 
vield up to expectations.
